Plan’s Focus 
Underground

Whatever major projects are cho- 
sen for the next five-year capital im- 
provements phase, one thing is 
clear—the glamour days of high-pro- 
file renovations are over for now. 

Instead of the richly refurbished 
Old Town Hall or the soft pastels of a 
made-over Memorial Hall Library, 
both renovations completed in the 
past year, Andover residents could 
be seeing plenty of plain, black as- 
phalt through the mid-1990s. 

Road improvements and water 
main and sewer replacement are 
among the highlights of a strictly 
meat-and-potatoes menu of potential 
capital improvement projects listed 
in a report issued by the town last 
month. 

Although the inch-thick document 
focuses on establishing guidelines 
and priorities for capital im- 
provements through 1995, the 30 pro- 
ject proposals contained represent 
the first public glimpse at possible 
major town improvements in the 
next decade. 

The town hall ‘‘wish list’’ requests 
range from a $300,000 investment in 
portable radios for all police officers 
to an unspecified amount of money 
for a town community services cen- 


er, 

But by far the most expensive de- 
cision facing the town is how much 
money to plant in the ground. For 
example: 

elt will cost roughly $7 million to 
bring Andover streets up to speed, 
says Robert McQuade, director of 
public works. A survey completed 
last year showed several roads bad- 
ly in need of repair.

School Committee Approves 
Budget Cuts, Over 20 Layoffs 


Like the town, the Andover school 
department will have to hand out 
pink slips and trim salary and ex- 
pense figures to balance its budget. 
The School Committee rolled up its 
sleeves Tuesday night and wrestled 
with the impact of the $500,000-plus 
cuts in local aid from the state an- 
nounced by Gov. Michael Dukakis 
three weeks ago. 

In a unanimous vote of 4-0—Chair- 
man Margo Tilghman being ab- 
sent—the committee voted to cut:

“These cuts (in state aid) couldn’t 
have come at a worse time. We’re 
ready to start school,” said School 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert. 
‘“‘What we did is try to come up with

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what will least hurt the school sys- 
tem.”’ 

Francis Paul, assistant superin- 
tendent for operations, estimated 
that the $570,000 total cuts in aid 
would average out to a 5'2-percent 
reduction in expenses and a little 
over 2-percent reduction in salary 
costs. 

“We hope these will have a very 
minimal effect on classrooms. With- 
in that level of reductions people will 
have to make better use of the 
materials they have,’’ he said. 

Mr. Paul estimated that 22 to 25 
people will lose their jobs as a result 
of the reductions in the department’s 
budget. He said that medical and

Students receive classroom training in 
all the basic firefighting skills such as 
ladders, hose and protective breathing 
apparatus, and the classroom training is 
reinforced by performing practical field 
evolutions, under non-fire conditions and 
then during controlled fire conditions. By

building insurance and retirement 
funds will not be touched. 

Michael Frishman, acting chair- 
man for Tuesday night’s meeting, 
said that some of the sting of the lay- 
offs will be lessened because the 
first to go will be positions that were 
not filled. 

“It’s never painless when people 
lose their jobs, but there will be a 
minimal amount*of pain, we hope, 
due to the number of unfilled posi- 
tions,’’ he said. 

Dr. Seifert reminded both the au- 
dience and the committee that as 
bad as the cuts seem now, they are 
by no means a one-year fix. 

“As an administration we are 
convinced that this is the first phase 
of a nunmber of phases”’ in dealing 
with the widening gaps in local aid 
from the state, he said. 

‘‘We’ve done the best job we could 
since it’s (the list of total state cuts) 
been tossed in our laps a short while 
ago,” said committeeman Richard 
Hubbell. 

As a result of long-term repercus- 
sions of these cuts, he cautioned peo- 
ple to be prepared for what would be 
likely to come next year. 

‘‘We’ve been able to maintain all 
the sacred cows,”’ said Mr. Hubbell, 
referring to the fact that teacher- 
student ratios were not greatly af- 
fected by the cuts this time around 


and busing was not affected at all. 

When the committee discussed 
the probability of future cuts, some 
audience members raised concerns 
about community involvement in 
maintaining quality education in 
Andover. 

“You’re talking about long-term 
planning. What role will the commu- 
nity have in this?’’ asked Jane Nos- 
busch of 23 Orchard Crossing. 

Mr. Frishman reminded the audi- 
ence that whenever budget cuts are 
considered, the committee discusses 
the issue in its regular open meeting 
and encourages residents’ questions 
and suggestions. Mr. Hubbell point- 
ed out that, although no ‘sacred 
cows’’ had not been sacrificed this 
year, that doesn’t protect them in 
the future. 

“If you want a lot of people to 
come to School Committee meet- 
ings,’ Mr. Hubbell said, ‘‘drop a bus 
(from a bus route). 

‘Another suggestion I have is that 
you vote because we both know that 
most people don’t.”’ 

Joanne Marden, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who was in the 
audience, said a_ tentative joint 
meeting of the town’s three boards 
(selectmen, School Committee and 
FinCom) has been set for the last 
week in September to look at the 
overall fiscal picture.

pulling the plug, not the cord. Don’t touch 
frayed electric cords or broken plugs;

Parish To 
Celebrate 
Renovations 


Bishop Alfred Hughes of Lowell, the re- 
gional bishop, will visit St. Augustine 
Church on Sunday, Aug. 27, where he will 
perform the 11 a.m. Mass. 

Bishop Hughes will be celebrating the 
feast of St. Augustine, patron saint of the 
parish, as well as blessing the new altar 
and all the changes in the church, which 
has undergone extensive renovations in 
recent months. 

Following the Mass and blessing, re- 
freshments will be served, and there will 
be an opportunity to meet the bishop. 

Most of the renovation work on St. Au- 
gustine’s is complete, except for the heat- 
ing system, which is being installed, and 
work on the rectory, which remains to be 
done. 

New ice guards have been installed on 
the roof of the church and office to pre- 
vent snow and ice falls. 

A new altar has been built in the sanct- 
uary from parts of the older altar and 
rail, Chairs and an organ have also been 
added to the sanctuary. 

Attic fans have been installed to ex- 
haust the hot air from the upper church. 
The attic of the church has also also been 
reinsulated to retain heat. The entire up- 
per and lower churches have been re- 
painted and the wood restored to its 
natural state. 

A new floor and carpet has been placed 
in the upper church; side altars have 
been replaced with a baptistery; and a 
tabernacle has been made from old pews. 

A new handicapped accessible bath- 
room has been put in at the entrance of 
the church, and a storage area made 
from the old pews. 

New pews without dividers and new 
kneelers have been placed.

History has shown that the only thing 
reliable about a comprehensive permit 
application is its unreliability. 

The finished project is an odds-on fa- 
vorite to change greatly from original 
plans—if indeed it ever gets off the draw- 
ing board. Four of seven applications sub- 
mitted to the town between 1985 and 1987 
were never built. 

So when both developer and town plan- 
ning staff caution that a proposed 187 af- 
fordable single-family home subdivision 
on North Street is rather preliminary, be- 
lieve them. 

“Nothing is set in concrete,’ said attor- 
ney Gerald Cohen, representing devel- 
oper George Chongris. 

“There is about 99 percent left to go,”’ 
said Town Physical Planner Steve Coly- 


er. 

Last week, Mr. Chongris took the first 
official step, airing his preliminary plans 
to the public at an Andover Housing Part- 
nership Committee meeting. 

What emerged from the meeting was 
Mr. Chongris’ intent to file a comprehen- 
sive permit in order to build two single- 
family homes per acre rather than the 
zoning bylaw limit of one. 

“The area is large enough to go higher 
than the zoned density allows,” said Mr. 
Cohen of the 80-acre site. However, the 
Andover attorney added that his client is 
willing to work jointly with the town on 
developing the land. 

Recently, Mr. Colyer has been working 
closely with state housing boards on en- 
couraging local solutions to Massachu- 
setts’ affordable housing problems. The 
town planner hopes to ready a town pro- 
gram in the coming months. 

The climate for a large affordable hous- 
ing development would be more agree- 
able at that time, suggested Mr. Colyer. 

‘Number one, the town has just come 
out reacting to seven comprehensive per- 
mit (applications),” he said. “Right now 
we're trying to get a town action plan to-

gether so we know where we're going” 
and provide direction to developers. 

But Mr. Cohen said there is plenty of 
time to become involved with the town. 
“These things take a year to get off the 
pipeline,’ and, “this is a long pipeline. 
We won’t be building until well into 1990.” 

How much land the developer can build 
on is another unsettled question. The 
amount of upland and wetlands on the 
North Street property will be scrutinized 
by the conservation commission at an up- 
coming meeting. 

The commission will also look at five 
wetland crossings marked on the devel- 
oper’s plans. 

With two other affordable housing com- 
plexes totaling 388 units recently built on 
North Street, potential traffic congestion 
is a major concern for neighbors and Mr. 
Colyer. 

“From a psychological standpoint, how 
much development can the residents 
stand out there?” asked the town planner. 
From a physical standpoint, Mr. Colyer is 
worried about the placement of an en- 
trance to the planned development next to 
Brookside Estates, a 168-unit complex. 

With neither Riverside Commons, with 
its 220 apartments, or Brookside Estates 
fully occupied, “we haven’t fully realized 
the impact of those developments yet,” 
said Mr. Colyer. 

“I’m sensitive to traffic and utility con- 
cerns,”’ said Mr. Cohen. ‘‘But I can’t see 
where another 60 to 70 homes (over zon- 
ing bylaw limits) is going to create any 
turmoil.’ 

Mr. Chongris’ comprehensive permit 
application would be significantly differ- 
ent from any of the previous seven in two 
ways. 

His would be the first to build homes 
rather than condominiums or rental 
apartments. 

“The good point, if there is a good 
point,” said Mr. Colyer, “‘is that single- 
family homes are more in the character

of the town. Twenty years ago you saw a 
lot of small cottages in Andover before 
the housing boom hit.” 

The density of a single-family subdivi- 
sion is much lower than apartments or 
condominiums. ‘‘We’re talking 2-1 densi- 
ty, rather than 5-1,” said Mr. Cohen. Ne- 
gotiations with comprehensive permit 
developers were often hostile. Both the 
town planner and Mr. Cohen stressed the

The graffiti, a collection of scatological 
words and phrases, was sprayed at seve- 
ral points in the rear of the school. 

Detective Patullo said local youths con- 
gregate at the Dragon’s Lair playground 
at Bancroft, although late evening gath- 
erings are prohibited. 

“Tt’s becoming an area where kids 
hang out in evening hours,” he said. “‘We 
can’t pin (the vandalism) on one partic- 
ular group.

Addressing Necessities 


Andover’s latest capital improvement plan- 
ning program contains a number of projects 
that will not enhance the beauty of the commu- 
nity, but are of considerable necessity. 

While town officials and residents question 
how much major capital improvement may be 
carried out over the next five years under bud- 
getary constraints, there is little doubt that the 
thrust of such work must be in the area of 
roads and utilities. 

Major road reconstruction has constantly 
been put on the back burner for years. When 
such action takes place, naturally, the catch- 
ing up work becomes considerably costly. 

Current estimates of bringing the roads up to 
standard is $7 million, which obviously means 
that the overall project will be put off from 
year to year, making the total project cost 
greater than the current estimate. 

Greatest attention will probably be given to 
the town’s utilities, particularly the water dis- 
tribution system. 

Current estimated cost of system im- 
provement is set at $15 million, again the work 
not being undertaken all at once, thus putting 
off the inevitable and increasing the total cost 
in the long run, 

In many areas of town the water pipes have 
been in the ground for almost a century and 
are badly in need of replacement and updating 
with modern distribution lines. 

The old pipes—which should get priority 
treatment once the capital improvement pro- 
gram is initiated—lead, not only to murky wa- 
ter being pumped into homes, but decreased 
pressure caused by buildup of scale in the 
pipes over the years. 


There is little doubt the problem should be 
examined and addressed as soon as possible 
and with adequate financial planning. 

The big problem in the financial planning of 
such major projects is that federal and state 
programs that once assisted such im- 
provement programs no longer exist and the 
town will have to virtually go it alone. 

There is also need for improvements to the 
existing sewer program as well as extensions 
of the system to provide such service to those 
who must rely on septic systems for sanitary 
facilities. 

In this regard there is some financial return 
through betterment assessments to those who 
are provided with the service. 

One of the difficulties of developing a capital 
improvement program is that it allows a com- 
munity to prioritize its needs and have an over- 
view of projects that will have to wait for 
attention. 

This presents such problems as sacrificing 
building maintenance, an item most often dis- 
regarded in favor of other projects, until such 
time as necessity produces the need to replace 
roofs or major equipment in schools or other 
public buildings. 

The capital planning program, as it stands at 
the moment, shows that the town cannot look 
forward to much in the way of glamorous work 
over the next five years, simply addressing 
some rather important needs. 

Hopefully, there will be some attention given 
to overall maintenance of municipal facilities 
during this period, but, indeed, such consider- 
ations will be of minor importance from the 
current overview of the needs of the town.

Not one to shy from controversy, Joan constantly 
put forth her views and defended positions on any 
number of subjects if she felt the town was deserving 
of a program or needed to initiate new procedures. 

The most recent instance, of course, was’ the debate 
surrounding the Shawsheen Extended Day Care 
program, a day care facility for Andover residents. 

Involved in the defense of the program, Ms. Pearson 
had to do battle with neighbors and others opposed to 
creation of such a service for the townspeople. 

In the end, she won out, principally due to the 
tenacity of speaking out and outlining the advantages 
of SHED. 

Her services, of course, will be missed, but the town 
has been better for her activity in the formation and 
direction of her department, which now falls to what 
may well be considered the continued employment of 
people at the state level, while more able persons at 
the local plateau of government must be sacrificed.

Local Tennis Players Net Accomplishment

John McEnroe never did it. Nor did 
Jimmy Connors ... Andre Agassi ... or Mi- 
chael Chang. 

That illustrious American professional 
tennis quartet never accomplished as am- 
ateurs what local collegians Jeff Chiang 
of Andover and Mike Shyjan of Chelms- 
ford did recently in Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 

Chiang and Shyjan took the 29th annual 
USTA Junior Davis Cup Tournament by 
storm, sweeping the singles, consolation 
singles and doubles championships. 

‘Never in the history of the tournament 
has one team dominated like Jeff and 
Mike did,’’ said Lowell’s Bill Hamilton, 
pro at the Westford Swim & Tennis Club 
and the talented tandem’s coach for the 
last three years. 

Hamilton closely monitors the progress 
of the pair, close friends who have been 
volleying at Westford since both were 
pre-teens. 

And when New England Lawn Tennis 
Association (NELTA) officials asked him 
to find the region’s top two college play- 
ers for the Junior Davis Cup he immedi- 
ately thought of former Andover High 
star Chiang and Shyjan. 

The tournament involved 32 players 
who comprised 16 two-man teams from 16 
designated sections of the country. Each 
section selected what it considered its two 
best amateur players, with the stipulation 
they be underclassmen in college. 

The 5-10, 150-pound Chiang is a soon-to- 
be 21-year-old senior at Columbia Univer- 
sity who played who played No. 2 singles 
last year and will move up to No. 1 at the 
New York school this season. 

The 6-1, 165-pound Shyjan is a 19-year- 
old sophomore at Harvard, and he’ll play 
either No. 1 or 2 singles for the Crimson 
this year. 

The Junior Davis Cup matches were 
originally scheduled outdoors on the 
Poughkeepsie Tennis Club’s hardcourts, 
but continuous rain forced the competi- 
tion indoors for the final three days. 

The location change didn’t cause the lo- 
cal pair to miss a beat. 

Chiang ripped through five consecutive 
opponentsto emerge as the national sin- 
gles’ champion. 

Ironically Shyjan dropped his opening 
match to his Harvard teammate and the 
Crimson’s No. 1 player last spring, Mike 
Zimmerman of New York City, but then 
won the next four to capture the consola- 
tion title.

would cost upwards of $50 million, 
although there could be full cost re- 


covery from betterment fees 
charged residents hooked up to the 
central sewer system. Additionally, 
‘West Parish Drive residents have 
petitioned for a $1 million extension 
to their neighborhood. 

Another $1.5 million is proposed to 
prevent inflow of water from private 
properties into town sewers and re- 
place old clay sewer lines. 

Although there is no precise esti- 
mate on replacing water pipes, seve- 
ral miles of pipe are almost 100 
years old and complaints about mur- 
ky water and blackened water filters 
are common. 

eWater main replacements are 
needed to improve water quality and 
pressure in some sections of And- 
over. Total cost: over $15 million. 

The scope of these projects is in 
most cases longer than the five-year 
range of the capital improvements 
plan. 

Because in all cases the work en- 
tails tearing up asphalt and concrete 
surfaces, officials hope to coordinate 
projects whenever possible. For in-

stance, a road needing repaving 
would be delayed if a water main is 
installed in the same area. 

Financing would be handled in a 
variety of ways. Road reconstruc- 
tion, which Mr. McQuade admits is 
unlikely to be approved by town vot- 
ers for funding by bond, will proba- 
bly be dependent on future 
commercial and industrial tax reve- 
nue. 

Other projects will be financed 
through 20-year water and sewer 
bonds. Betterment fees would also 
be charged to help pay off bonds. 

Other projects totaling more than 
$1 million include: 

ePublic safety building expan- 
sion—$2.5 million. This project is 
aimed at expanding the police sta- 
tion and could provide more space 
for the fire and town maintenance 
departments and allow for a Depart- 
ment of Power and Water operation 
center. The proposal would include 
buying Friendly Ice Cream Stand 
next to the police station. 

An alternative $1 million plan 
would provide a two-story addition 
to the existing building and simply

eNew Ballardvale Fire Station— 
$1.5 million. A new station would be 
relocated in Ballardvale to ‘‘sub- 
stantially reduce the average run- 
ning time’’ to emergencies, says the 
fire department. The old building 
would be sold. 

¢Public works operations center— 
$3 million. Housed in a two-story 
building would be the public works 
and maintenance departments. 
Town officials say the center would 
bring ‘‘most similiar town activities 
onto one site in one facility for better 
management control and team- 
work.” 

¢Major building repair program— 
up to $1 million. This project would 
carry out major repair work to 
schools and other town buildings. 

*School roof replacement—$1.6 
million. Sanborn and Bancroft el- 
ementary and Andover High schools 
would benefit from roof replace- 
ment. 

eAsbestos removal—$3_ million. 
Although not yet absolutely required 
by state law, town officials say the

state will probably mandate total as- 
bestos removal in the future; doing 
the work now would avoid potential 
fines and lawsuits. 

eReplace school heating sys- 
tems—$1.75 million. About $250,000 
would go to replace a 25-year-old 
boiler. The balance pays for a new 
electrical heating system at And- 
over High in place of current 20- 
year-old system. 

eOutside reading meters— 
$750,000. Mr. McQuade says outside 
meters would be linked to town hall 
computers by telephone line. The 
new technology would result in 
monthly billings for residents and 
save meter reading and clerical ex- 
penses for the town. 

Other projects listed include mon- 
ey for police cruisers and portable 
radios; fire trucks; a vehicle main- 
tenance garage; replacing forestry 
garage; a central receiving room to 
store bulk paper shipments; and 
purchase of the Richmond property 
for downtown parking. 

Some of these projects won’t 
make the five-year plan because the 
town plans to consolidate them with 
other projects, the report indicated.
